Education ia tbe luterier. 

Several montha ago, before the preB* 
ent School Bill had emerged Irom the 
Becret chamber, we took occasion to 
point out the diflioaUioa which vrc id bo 
encountered in the more remote and 
sparsely populated parts of the Province 
in any attempt to establish schools lo 
the ordinary way. We endoavorod to 
Bhow that, in order to place education 
WllhSn roach, the Dombor of BohooU 
•would have to bo out 0/ all proportion 
to the number of papils, and that the 
■tandftrd of odaoation would thus be 
low, wbllo tho cost to the State would 
be BDOcmoaslj bigb, viewed in the light 
of reJnlts. In order to overcome these 
diffientiiea aad avoid these conseqaeD- 
oes, it wan suggested that one or more 
central ednoational establisbment might 
be created where the ohildren from 
the BarroQDding country might be ool- 
leoted and properly trained and ednoa« 
ted. In thlB way a muob higher and 
more thorough edaoatioa would bo at- 
tained tban would be poBsible at small^ 
coaniry Bohools, and at. less expense to 
the State; One good, central school, 
with a oomplole ataff ol efficiont male 
aud female tea-bere, and provided with 
all tho moBt* approved applianoos, 
would thus take tho place often, poBai- 
bly (weaty, small, ill appointed, 
and indlfTeronlly conduoted BOhoolswith 
a disaouraged end ball-starved teacher 
waiting his talents on the desert air. 
Mature reflaoiioa and Interchange of 
thought wiib intelligent minds have 
tended grent'.j' to uonQrin ttie viewa ut tbot 
tiai*i ezprosied. Luokiog especially at Ibe 
ooontr; I; lug bey ond tbs Csaoade Itange, 
we ounfaai ibat we oanBot see bow it is po8>« 
Bible to place sobocla nilbin leaob of tba 
■ettleis anleiB at an outlay altogether dic- 
propoilioned to tbe reaaliBi It is wbila 
ohildren ate young Ihct ibo letdeia oao 
spate tbem from the field; and it Is prcoiaely 
at that period that \\ will be impoBsible to 
go far to Bobool, (speoially daring tbe mora 
xnolemaDt moatbs of tbe ;eir. Id a coaotry 
BO new, in somt patti so wild, and so iDno> 
ceat of road?, it unott^ be expected tbot 
abildren would be able to travel tbe same 
dittanca Ibey do in older coanltiei. Three 
mile* may be taken ai tbe maximDm; and 
e ven theo the attendance woold necesiar- 
i]j be very iiregalar, and the fatigaed obil- 
droD ffoald not be in ibe moat favorable cod- 
ditioa to paiaaa their itadie*. Tbey woald 
bava little time laft foi atodyiog at borne. 
Bnt avtn were there reason to bops for aaiis- 
faotory reaalts, look at tbe lexpenie of pro- 
vidiog and maiDtaiDing a sobool every six 
milet tbrougboat the settled portiooi of 
British Columbia. At a roagb reckoniiij!;, 
it wonld oertaialy not tahe fener tban oua 
haadred scboole. Starve (be teaobeis aod 
■tarve tbe cbildren as yoo irill, these acbooli 
oonid not be establiBbed and maiotaloed at 
lois than an avetoge of fifties hundred dol- 
lari apiece, makieg a aam totiii of one buo- 
died and fifty tboaBand dollars a year, is 
tbe coantry prepared to pay anoh a sum for 
such extremely nQiatisfaotory reanlts T Tbe 
yoDOg must be edaoated, cost what it tsay; 
bet tbe object Bbonid be to give tba beet 
education fortbe leaat money. By tbe He»st 
moDsy' we mast not be naderitood ea io 
favor of oattlng down the lalariei of teaob- 
eis or pnrsaing a niggard polioy io any de- 
partmeat of ednealion.

and we believe kba traa answer will be 
found in the ecbeme tbe rough ootliQea oi 
which wo bave endeavored to place before 
the reader. We Leiiista not to say that, 
taking ii to cooeideratioD Ibe BUperioiiiy ol 
tbe edaoatioa afforded and tbe greater faoil- 
iliea for regular att^ndaoce and uointarrapt- 
ed study, one year at tho larger echool 
wuald Oe of mora real value to /be ohiid 
tban tsi, aye, three years of irregular at* 
tsDdaooe and iodifTeroDt tuition at one ol tbe 
'one-botsa" country schoola. Theso iboushts, 
orcde though they orp, nrii doeorving cl se- 
rioos astentioD ut t'ln bands o( ihose BLtrusi- 
ed with tbe adcniniatraiion of tbe Education- 
al Depaitmeol of ibis FrovinoB, Tboro is 
another thoogbt wbicb oDgbt to be preaeol 
to the naiad in ooDBidering Ibis loipottiDt 
Bcbject.

"The Wasbingtm Oommiasioner has been 
experimenting nponmetbodsol making brandy 
and aotually find tbat it can be made from 
sawdn-t. Tbe Commioaionor directs that tbe 
siwda^t of piue and fir timbor bo taken and 
a compounci be prepared composed of uioo 
parts ol moist aswdoBt, 33.7 parts ot water, 
and one part ol hydtocbuloria ooid, making 
45,6 parts altogether. Tbeie are lo be boil- 
ed under siaam preiaoia 11 hosre, when it 
will be found that 10 per cent of tbe mass 
will be grope angar, Tbe aoid ig to be neu- 
trallzid with lima, and tbe mask euppiled 
with yeaat. Alter 95 hours, fermentation, a 
distillation of tbe mash will produce Gl 
quarts of brandy of 40 per cant screngtb, 
and Irea of any tmell of turpentine." 

Tbii disaover; ia rather a disoouraging one 
for tbe temperaooe aosiety of Ottawa, aboold 
the Chandire lumbermen take adranttgo of 
i', and uadertaka to run dis'illeries ia cod- 
neoiion with their aaiw tnills.
